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First-time candidates 
join City Council race

A leasing manager, a manage- 
ment consultant and a_ plumbing 
contractor are three candidates for 
Upland City Council making their 
first bids for public office in the 
March 7 election. 
Edward Donnelly 
Edward Donnelly is a_ leasing 
manager with Vanguard Leasing 
Systems in Rancho Cucamonga. He 
has lived in Upland 1 '% years and 
has two grown daughters. 


Donnelly said traffic congestion, . 


encouraging business to move into 
and stay in Upland and storm drains 
are important concerns facing the 
city. 

He called the extension of the 
Foothill Freeway ‘‘a must” for 
relieving traffic congestion. 

“Another possibility is widening 
Benson (Avenue) so that we have 
another north - south arterial 
street.” 

More business in the city would 
generate sales tax dollars to help 
ease residential property taxes, he 
said. 

“Another thing is to encourage 
business so that business will stay 
here so that we don’t have a 
problem like some cities have now 
as far as porno shops and massage 
parlors moving in.” 

He said citizens’ committees 
should work with the Upland 
Chamber of Commerce to en- 
courage ‘‘good quality business, not 
somebody who would come in and 
leave.”’ 

An estimated $14 million in storm 
drains should be financed through a 
bond issue and federal assistance, 
Donnelly said. 

He said he sees no current need 
for revisions in the growth - 
management plan Upland City 
Council adopted last year, but 
stressed that residential growth 
should continue to be high quality. 

The maximum residential density 
for the 814 - acre, largely un- 
developed northwest section should 
be determined by future home 
buyers, he said. 

Prospects for planned residential 
development, a proposal that has 
featured winding streets, may de- 
pend on the state’s decision on the 
Foothill Freeway because of possi- 
ble added traffic congestion if the 
freeway route is scrubbed from the 
state’s master plan of highways. 


Stylist of

Outside a familiar striped pole 
sends endless red, white and blue 
spirals skyward. 

But inside the comic books, sports 
magazines, four chairs in a row “‘no 
waiting’ and other images of the old 
barber shop are all missing. 

Styling is the current wave of the 
hair - cutting business, and Dennis 
Gebhart, owner and operator of 
Ombre in Upland, appears to be 
riding its crest. 

Gebhart was selected national

He added that he favors expansion 
of the Architectural Commission to 
seven members and modification of 
its site plan review powers. 

Charles Merrill 

Charles Merrill is the owner and 
manager of Management Sciences, 
a management consultant firm in 
Upland. He and his wife, Pauline, 
have lived in the city 12 years and 
they have two grown children. 

“T think the most important issue 
right now is the rapid housing 
development; I think that’s pretty 
obvious to anyone,” Merrill said. 

He added that he is not familiar 
with all details of the growth - 
management plan enacted by 
Upland City Council last year, but 
said, ‘‘We certainly are still in a 
very rapid growth situation. I just 
can’t see how it’s being very 
stringently controlled.” 

Merrill said he favors a maximum 
density of three homes per acre for 
the northwest area, with a balance 
of half - acre lots (two homes per 
acre) also available. 

Storm drains should be financed 
through a bond election, Merrill 
said. He added that he supports fees 
on new construction to provide funds 
for sewer expansion 

Merrill described himself as ‘“‘not 
anti - business,’’ but said he sees 
business and industry expanding 
fast enough in Upland without city 
encouragement. 

He said extension of the Foothill 
Freeway could reduce north - south 
traffic on Euclid Avenue. He added 
that the city needs an overall traffic 
- pattern study, noting he disagrees 
with the placement of some signals. 

“Traffic signals are not the solu- 
tion to the problem. You can’t get 
any place in this city. You can’t go 
north and south, you can’t go east 
and west — all the streets are dead 
ends.”’ 

Merrill said he has prepared for 
public office by obtaining a master’s 
degree in public administration dur- 
ing his last five years as an 
engineering supervisor with the 
Navy. 

“J readily admit that I’m not up 
on the current issues, but that’s a 
matter — if you get the job — of 
digging in and finding out what’s go- 
ing on and getting the facts and get- 
ting to work,”’ he said. 

Frank Hoover 
Frank Hoover is the owner of 


PHD Plumbing in Chino. He and his 
wife, Louise, have lived in Upland 13 
years. They have four children. 


He said taxes are the main con- 
cern for the city, which he said is 
like a ‘‘business to be operated cor- 
rectly.” 


“Our problem is not so much what 
has happened as what can happen 
unless certain things can be done to 
curtail all of the property owners 
having to pay for the brunt of the 
growth.” 


The city should further encourage 
environmentally clean retail and 
small manufacturing businesses to 
locate in the city, Hoover said. He 
added that Upland should realize it 
is in competition with other cities 
for new businesses. 


He said he sees no current need 
for revisions in Upland’s growth - 
management plan. Hoover said he 
favors larger lots for the northwest 
area, perhaps with portions having a 
maximum density of two homes per 
acre and others with three. 


Storm drains should be financed 
through a bond issue and managed 
through a single district without 
fees, Hoover said. 


He called extension of the Foothill 
Freeway “inevitable, as far as I’m 
concerned ... unless someone can 
come up with some other way of 
moving people.” 


However he would oppose exten- 
sion of the freeway unless it were 
depressed through Upland. 


He said he favors modification of 
the Architectural Commission’s site 
plan review authority because ‘'I 
think there has been some poor 
judgment.” 


Hoover said he was prompted to 
run for council after 7’;watching the 
community grow and then I started 
watching taxes grow — and I want 
to stay here.” 


‘‘T don’t want to be taxed out and I 
don’t want to see other people move 
out of here because of the tax 
problem.”’ 


Hoover said his qualifications for 
a council post are ‘‘strictly judg- 
ment and management,’’ and he 
added that the council needs 
representatives from ‘‘all walks of 
life’ to give different views.

evolve along with the changing 
fashions and life styles. 

He said traditional barber shops 
had some lean years during the 60s, 
and added thosedo not change with 
the times find themselves 
struggling. 

Some older barbers resented long 
- haired customers, referring to 
them as hippies, and refused to 
serve them, he said. 

Gebhart, who said he still tries to 
“keep an ear to the ground,” noted 
he changed with the times and 
suffered little as men’s hair grew 
longer. 

His shop at 955 W. Foothill Blvd. 
features dark wood paneling, 
hanging plants, piped rock and roll 
and small compartments with two 
chairs to a room for attending 
clients, all of whom phone ahead for 
appointments. 

In the reception area of Ombre, 
shelves are lined’ with cosmetics, 
nail polish, shampoos and 
conditioners. Gebhart said about 
half of his customers are men and 
half are women. 

Gebhart has a staff of six and the 
salon keeps a file on each of its 
customers, noting how long each 
should wait between cuts. 

The Upland resident told of plans 
for the shop to become one of the 
first to use videotapes to help 
explain styles and treatment. He 
noted the profession is “getting 
more and more sophisicated all the 
time.” 

Some tapes will be distributed 
through Video Product Services to 
other salons and Gebhart said he 
plans to take tapes with him on 
speaking engagements and 
demonstrations, appearances that 
have increased with his 1978 award. 

Gebhart said the first thing he 
examines with a customer is facial 
structure, which helps determine 
appropriate style. Other subjects he 
discusses include clothes, colors, 
cosmetics and life style. 

He said the cut should be both 
something that fits the customers’ 
iis style and that they can take care 
of. 

““We all know the basic cuts,” he 
said and credited attention to detail 
and a caring attitude about his 
clients for his widespread following,

Sale of KSOM provides programming 
changes: all-Spanish, country western 


The Federal Communications 
Commission last month approved 
sale of KSOM — the only radio 
station located in the West End — 
for about $750,000 and approved 
format changes including all 
Spanish broadcasting on the AM 
dial. 


John Guinn, general manager of 
the station at 8729 Ninth St., Rancho 
Cucamonga, said KSOM’s country - 
western format currently on AM 
will move to a stronger FM output 
as part of the program changes 
beginning 5 a.m. March 20. 

As part of the FCC approval, Jato 
Communications Inc., the new 
owner of KSOM, agreed to sell its 


including customers from Las 
Vegas, San Francisco, Seattle, 
Chicago and one from Pennsylvania. 

Business brings out - of - state 
customers to the West End or they 
hear about him from hair stylists 
who have attended his 
presentations, Gebhart said. 

He said his clientele ranges from 
high school. students to Las Vegas 
entertainers. The usual charge is 
$18-25 for basic services, but 
Gebhart added that a ‘‘haircut’’ 
could last from 30 minutes to two 
hours. 

Despite his designation as hair 
stylist of the year and other awards, 
Gebhart said he often returns to 
school for further education on 
technique. 

The hair stylist follows fashion 
closely and he noted that hair styles 
can change substantially in six 
months. 


Prevailing trends for hair styles 
have shown marked changes 
recently, he said. Men are returning 
to shorter hair and forsaking 
sideburns and facial hair, a look he 
said complements contour clothing. 


While men are wearing shorter 
hair again, Gebhart said the trend 
does not indicate a return to the 
styles of the 50s and added “‘long 
hair is not out.” 


Marie Osmond has replaced 
Farrah Fawcett - Majors as the 
leading women’s style guide for 
follicles, he said and explained the 
one - length style or metric cut is 
picking up as the billowing mounds 
are being shorn. 


However, he added that the new 
look does not go with sorne fashions 
featuring bulky sweaters. 

“Tt tends to set them off balance,”’ 
he said. 


Many styles that appear in 
women’s magazines have little 
application in the real world, he 
noted. A ‘‘wind tunnel’’ look out of 
Vogue may be fashionable, but “I 
wouldn’t do it,’’ Gebhart said. 


He said he_ foresees 
experimentation in future styles, 
including more braiding for women. 
Short hair for men will continue into 
the next decade, he predicted.

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County asks emergency status

The county board of supervisors 
declared a local state of emergency 
Monday because of widespread 
storm damage in the past week that 
will The bows million. 

rd asked Gov. Edmond G. 
Brown Jr. to declare San Bernar- 
dino County a disaster area — a step 
that will make the county eligible 
for state and federal relief. 

Should the. county be declared a 
disaster area, low-interest loans 
will be made available to eligible 
homeowners and businesses to 
restore their property. 

The supervisors were told that the 
flood control department will have 
to transfer at least $650,000 from 


current projects to deal with the 
emergency. 

At least $3 million in damage was 
caused to flood control channels, 
W.A. Sidler the county’s chief flood 
control engineer, told the super- 
visors this morning. 

A report presented to the super- 
visors identified the Cucamonga 
Creek Channel as one of the two 
hardest hit by the storm. 

It said the worst damage occurred 
along the channel from Ninth Street 
to Banyan Avenue in Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

The report was presented by John 
M. Bernard, administrator of the 
county Public Works Agency. 

Sidler said later that the dirt 


dykes along the creek were being 
shored up from erosion. 

“But we have a long way to go,”’ 
he said. 

“It almost created a disaster for 
us,’’ said Supervisor Joseph 
Kamansky, whose district includes 
Rancho Cucamonga. 

Kamansky was referring to the 
severe damage caused in spots 
where the dirt dykes were eroded 
from widths of 15 feet to less than a 
foot.

SB County included in 
disaster declaration 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
declared a state of emergency Mon- 
day in San Bernardino County and 
seven others that suffered heavy 
damage from last week’s storm. 

Brown’s action carne a few hours 
after the county board of super- 
visors made a similar declaration. 
It will clear the way for state and 
federal aid. 

Estimates of storm-related 
damage in San Bernardino County 
are expected to top $5 million. 
Property damage in the eight coun- 
ties is estimated at $43 million. 

Brown called on President Carter 
to declare ‘‘a major disaster’’ under 
the 1974 Disaster Relief Act. That 
would make low-interest federal 
loans available to eligible 
homeowners and businesses. 

In a letter to Carter, Brown said: 

“T find that this disaster is beyond 
the capabilities of the state and 


affected local governments to effec- 
tively alleviate the existing con- 
ditions because of the continuing 
major storms which have caused ex- 
cessive damage within the state of 
California.’’ 

A preliminary estimate of storm 
damage in San Bernardino County 
says the greatest share ($3 million) 
was caused to flood control 
channels, particularly Cucamonga 
Creek. 


An estimated $1 million in darmage 
was caused to county roads, $250,000 
to county refuse disposal sites and 
$200,000 to other county facilities. 
Damage estimates for cities were 
not available. 


Other counties included in 
Brown’s disaster declaration are 
Kern, Los Angeles, Orange, River- 
side, Santa Barbara, Tulare and 
Ventura.

Color may be the only 
word to describe Nevada’s 
Valley of Fire State Park 
Intense color The 
weathered sandstone 
spires, domes, arches, and 
ridges change dramatically 
with the sun’s movement, 
from red to white to orange 
to purple 

This splendorous desert 
valley, located about 50 
miles northeast of Las 
Vegas near Interstate 15, 
has been shaped and formed 
by the careful art of 
nature’s finest sculptors. It 
is the largest state park in 
Nevada, according to the 
National Automobile Club, 
comprising more than 46,- 
000 acres. It is also 
Nevada's oldest state park, 
dedicated in 1935 

Clark County built a 
rough road through the 
valley in 1912 to serve as 
part of the Arrowhead Trail 
between Salt Lake City and 
Los Angeles. During the 
1920s, a highway engineer 
was driving through the 
valley at sunset. He was 
awed by the spectacle of 
red rays diffused on red 
rocks and later described 
the valley as being ‘‘on 
fire.”’ 

The Valley of Fire is a 
region of extremes. Snow 
sometimes covers the 
desert cliffs during the 
winter. Rainfall averages 
four to five inches annually 
but a heavy desert cloud- 
burst is not uncommon even 


during the middle of 
summer. Temperatures 
during the summer 


sometimes reach one hun- 
dred thirty degrees 

The dominant Aztec 
Sandstone, which gives the 
park its fiery character, 
was formed from great shif- 
ting sand“dunes during the 
Jurassic Period, 140 million 
years ago. 

Prehistoric chemical ero- 
Sion, according to the 
National Automobile Club, 
altered the original rock 
materia4és. Red sandstone 
was produced from the 
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for the weekend, so residents may jet have to 
enjoy the glimpses of snow they can get from 


home. 


Valley of Fire State Park 


Color permeates desert 


rusting of iron minerals, 
white sandstone was 
produced from the leaching 
of the iron, and the mixing 
of all shades has resulted in 
the diversity of color you 
see today. 


Man came to the Valley of 
Fire over thirteen thousand 
years ago, a time when the 
climate was considerably 
different. Cold, moisture - 
laden winds blew southward 
from the massive glaciers 
located in the northern 
region of what is now cen- 
tral Nevada. Vegetation 
covered the landscape, 
streams of cool water af- 
forded elk, deer, and 
antelope a refreshing 
pause. Native horses and 
camels roamed the coun- 
tryside. Then about 11,000 
years ago the ground began 
to dry up. 


The Indians of the valley, 
ancestors of the Pueblo In- 
dians of the Southwest, sur- 
vived through thousands of 
years in this desert region 
by adaptation and ingenui- 
ty. But they too left the 
valley when the game and 
plants grew scarce. 

Visitors can revel in the 
awe-inspiring silence of the 
Valley of Fire State Park. 
Stop your car, get out, and 
just listen to the silence. It 
is truly remarkable. 


Petroglyph Canyon can be 
seen by walking one-half 
mile from the park road toa 
sandy wash just north of the 
visitor center. The canyon 
features hundreds of rock 
drawings that were scratch- 
ed onto the rocks by early 
inhabitants. 


Atlatl Rock, 
many more interesting 
petroglyphs, was named 
after a notched stick used 
by early Indians to add 
speed to a thrown spear, a 
kind of predecessor of the 
bow and arrow. Petrified 
wood can be seen in 
selected areas of the Valley 
of Fire Sate Park with 


the site of 


many logs and stumps over 
two hundred million years 
old. 

Valley of Fire State Park, 
featuring a ranger - staffed 
visitor center, is open 


throughout the year. There 
are thirty-eight campsites 
availabie and also picnic 


areas, trailer accom- 
modations, and hiking 
trails.

well Wednesday that their commit- 
ment to the center is not nearly 
complete. 

Peter Poppleton, a Friends Out- 
side staff worker at CIM explained 
the local chapter had raised only 
about $7,500 of the cash needed to 
buy the mobile home. The rest of the 
funds were acquired through a one- 
year loan through a local bank. 

“We're very supportive of this 
venture,’ said Bill Elliott, CIM 
associate superintendent. He noted 
that the prison has set aside a site, 
in a grassy area just inside the Cen- 
tral Avenue main gate, for the new 
visitors’ center. 

In addition, he said, the prison will 
pay for construction of a parking lot, 
some additional landscaping and 
connection of utilities to the center. 

“Tf the state gets everything done, 
we hope to open in about six weeks,” 
Helen Fayloga, Friends Outside 
program director, said. 

The Visitors’ Center will serve as 
the local Friends Outside chapter’s 
headquarters and will offer a varie- 
ty of services to inmates’ families 
-and other visitors to the prison, she 
said. 

Various forms of counseling will 
be offered and a child care center 
will be set up.. Emergency food and 
clothing for inmates’ families will 
also be kept at the center, she said. 

Visitors will be able to obtain in- 
formation about the prison’s visitor 
policies and will be able to eat a 
light snack at the center, she con- 
tinued. 


Wives of inmates who must travel 
great distances to visit their 
husbands will be allowed to use the 
center’s kitchen facilities to prepare 
food, the program director said. 

Although Poppleton’s office will 
remain inside the prison itself, 
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where he can work directly with the 
inmates, the center’s staff will 
help provide release information to 
inmates, and their families, who are 
near completion of their sentences, 
Mrs. Fayloga said. 

Friends Outside has already 
begun using a van to shuttle visitors 
into the three prisons; CIM, Youth 
Training School and_ California 
Institution for Women; and the 
volunteers will base the shuttle 
operation at the visitors’ center 
when it opens. 

Mrs. Fayloga noted CIM is the 
only one of the three prisons with 
bus service and buses stop there 
only on weekends.

And all of them had 
copies of The New York 
Times which had dutifully 
reported, in bold multi - 
column headlines — 
‘‘Washington Post Buys 
Congressman; Sources Say 
Congressman Pure Tool of 
D. C. Paper.” 


And, after all, if one is to 
be bought, isn’t it better to 
be bought by the media peo- 
ple who create the images, 
than by the lobbyists who 
create the problems? 
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Rape: life sentence for 
victim but not rapist 


“Bill” Richardson 
A short time ago, a young 
lady was scarred — not by 
fire, a cut, or a blow, but by 
terror, raw unadulterated 
terror. She was awakened 
in the dead of the night by 
someone rummaging 
ground in her apartment. It 
was a Man, a large man, 
whose obnoxious body odor 
permeated the room. 

He ransacked her 
dresser, her closet, and on 
several occasions 
approached the bed where 
this small young lady lay 
motionless, too petrified to 
move. Fortunately, a 
neighbor was heard in the 
hallway and the man fled 
through a window 
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The young lady is still 
under strong medication to 
control her nerves. Loud 
noises panic her and she is 
subject to tears by the mere 
mention of crime or 
criminals. It could have 
been worse — she could 
have been raped. If it 
wasn't for the fortunate late 
return of a neighbor, who 
knows what could have 
happened. Do these 
experiences create lasting 
scars? 

Fifteen years ago, a 
young social worker awoke 
to find a man leaning across 
her bed with a gun in his 
hand. He placed the gun 
under her jawbone, 
terrorizing her to a point of 
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immobility. He raped her. 

To this day, fifteen long 
years later, she sleeps with 
the lights on in her bedroom 
and with the company of a 
roommate. The rapist left a 
traumatic scar she will 
never remove. 

This young girl has a life 
sentence — a disability she 
will carry for the 
remainder of her life. 

What are the sentences 
given to rapists? Here is a 
case history. Harvey’s third 
prison commitment was for 
armed robbery. The 
robbery also involved a 
rape at gunpoint. Harvey 
saw two young women 
leave a motel room. He 
entered the room and lay in 
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wait. 

Upon their return the 
women had their hands 
wired behind them. One 
woman was placed in the 
bathroom, the second 
woman was raped at 
gunpoint. The women were 
then robbed. Harvey pied 
guilty to the armed robbery 
charge. The rape charge 
was dismissed in a plea 
bargain. 

Harvey was put in the 
slammer in 1962. Exactly 
four years later Harvey was 
back on the street. In 1969, 
Harvey kidnapped a female 
schoolteacher, while 
assaulting two others. 
Again he wired their hands 
behind their backs 
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For the fifth time, 
Harvey was incarcerated in 
prison. If his juvenile 
record were inciuded, he 
would be classified as a six- 
time loser. 

Guess what? Under the 
provisions of SB @, passed 
by your legislature and 
promoted by Governor 
Brown, Harvey was 
parolled September 26, 
1977. Harvey then started a 
one-man crime spree. 

He has recently been 
rearrested on nine counts of 
robbery and kidnapping. He 
robbed a store and forced a 
female clerk to accompany 
him. She escaped by 
grabbing the wheel of the 
car, causing it to crash. 
While Harvey was 
momentarily stunned, she 
escaped. If she hadn't, 
there is little doubt what 
would have happened to 
her. 

The members of the 
California legislature can 
put severe penalties on 
rapists, especially ones who 
use force and violence — 
but they haven’t. The 
legislature can tell all 
rapists and potential rapists 
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that, when caught and 
convicted, the state is going 
to lock them up for a long 
time — but they haven't. 
The ture can take 
multiple offenders and 
inearcerate them for the 


rape and maim are 
effectively removed from 
the streets, rape will 
obviously diminish. This 
can only happen when we 
have ai § legislature 
committed to that end. It’s 
obvious we don’t have that 
commitment now or we 
would have more rapists 
behind bars. 

Rape will continue to 
threaten women until the 
legislature cracks down on 
the criminal. That isn't 
about to happen until the 
individual Californian 
cracks down on the soft-on- 
crime legislator.

L.J. of Alameda writes: 
I’m having trouble finding a 
house to rent for myself and 
my three children. I would 
like to know what my rights 
are. Is it illegal for a 
landlord to discriminate 
against women? 


Absolutely! It is illegal to 
refuse to rent or sell a house 
to a woman because she is a 
woman or because of her 
marital status. 

In California the Unruh 
Civil Rights Act and the 
Rumford Fair Housing Act 
protect the rights of 
women, whether they are 
married, single, or living 


The law clearly states 
that a landlord may not 
refuse to rent an apartment 
or house to you solely 
because you are a woman, 
you are a couple living 
together but are not 
married, or you are a Single 
person with children, 
provided that the landlord 
rents to married couples 
with children. 

If you wish to file a com- 
plaint about a landlord or a 
home owner, you should 
contact the California Fair 
Employment Practice 
Commission. Local offices 
are located in San Fran- 
cisco, San Bernardino, Los 
Angeles, Sacramento, San 
Diego and Fresno. If you 
think you are discriminated 
against in federally funded 
housing and rental proper- 
ties, you can complain to 
the U.S. Office of Housing 
and Urban Development 
(HUD) which has offices in 
Los Angeles, San Francisco 
and Sacramento. 

The laws are on the books 
to help you. Don’t be afraid 
to use them to break dis- 
criminatory barriers 
against women. 


California Highway Patrol 
offers careers as patrol of- 
ficers to women?? 


Excellent careers — if 
you're interested in show- 
ing your mettle in grueling 
physical and mental ex- 
aminations. 

But don’t be put off by the 
stiff requirements. Right 
now CHP is testing es- 
pecially for women can- 
didates to increase the 
number of women patrol of- 
ficers. Apply by March 2 for 
the test on April 1. The test 
is limited to women, since 
men have an advantage 
with veterans preference 
points in any test that in- 
cludes both sexes. 

Requirements are that 
you be 20-31 years old and 
able to pass a test that in- 
cludes scaling a six - foot 
wall and removing a 165 - 
pound dummy from an 
automobile. 

Men succeeded a little 
more often than women in 
this initial test.

Perfect souffle is simple 
with three cooking hints 


According to the dictionary a sout- 
fle’ is a delicate, spongy hot dish, 
made from a sweet or savory mix- 
ture, lightened by stiffly beaten 
whites of eggs. Puffed up high above 
its mold in a golden crown, the 
perfect souffle’ comes out of the 
oven crisp on the outside and 
creamy in the center. 

Many cooks shy away from mak- 
ing a souffle’ thinking it is too dif- 
ficult to prepare. But mastering the 
art of making a good souffle’ is only 
a matter of learning a few basic 
techniques. 

The secrets of a high rising souf- 
fle’ are simple: 

* Beat the egg whites until they 
are just stiff enough to cling to the 
beater in firm peaks. For best 
results the egg whites should be at 
room temperature. 

* Gently fold (don’t stir) the egg 
whites into the souffle with a 
rubber spatula to maintain their 
volume and ensure a light, airy dish. 

* Serve the souffle’ immediately 
after removing from the oven 
because it falls as it begins to cool. 

Suggested here is a delicious souf- 
fle’ made with ham, cheese and 
peanuts. Serve with Nutty Ham and 
Cheese Souffle’ with a crisp salad as 
a luncheon or supper dish.

Y teaspoon salt 

1-% cups milk 

2 cups shredded sharp Cheddar 
cheese 

5 egg yolks, slightly beaten 

¥2 cup finely chopped cooked ham 

14 cup finely chopped cocktail 
peanuts 

6 egg whites 

In a heavy Saucepan, melt 
margarine. Blend in flour and salt. 
Cook over low heat, stirring, until 
mixture is smooth and bubbly. 
Remove from heat and gradually 
stir in milk. Return to heat and br- 
ing mixture to a boil, stirring con- 
stantly.

The key to pleasant and 
nutritionally safe weight reduction 
is to eat less food without 
haphazardly eliminating foods. The 
foods to eliminate are those with lit- 
tle nutrient value and plenty of 
calories — soda pop, candy and 
many cookies, cakes and pies, and 
many salad dressings. 


Nutritionists suggest that food be 
selected from the four food group 
system for balancing the diet — 
milk, meat, vegetables and fruits, 
breads and cereals. 

Four food group foods are grouped 


according to their nutrient content. 
Proper selection from each group 
assures a balanced diet. Adults need 
a minimum of two servings from the 
milk group, two from the meat 
group, four from the vegetable-fruit 
group and four from the bread- 
cereal group. 

Some low-calorie diets include 
foods like potatoes, bread and other 
starchy foods. Shouldn’t these be 
eliminated completely? ° 


No single food is fattening. The 
total calories consumed in a day 
makes the difference. A slice of 
bread and a medium-size apple con- 
tain the same amount of calories. 
And a glass of nonfat milk and a 
medium-size potato are of equal 
caloric value. 


Rather than fearing starchy or 
fattening foods, concentrate on 
eating the proper amounts of foods 
within the four food group system. 


Do I have to exercise? Isn’t cut- 
ting down on food enough for weight 
loss? 

Different people lose weight on 
different amounts of calories. If a 
person already consumes as few as 
1200 calories a day, the ‘lowest 
nutritionally safe level according to 
nutritionists, exercise is the only 
other way to use up excess stores of 
body fat. 

As desserts or between meal 


snacks, flavored yogurt toppings for 


fruit can satisfy your desire for 
sweets. They also add the essential 
nutrients provided by milk group 
and vegetable-fruit group foods. One 
tablespoon of each of the toppings 
contains only 11 calories. If ar- 
tificial sweetner is substituted for 
sugar calories are even less.

1 tbsp. orange peel

Combine all ingredients. Chill 
several hours. Serve with apple 
slices.

Serve. with pears and 
blueberries.

Dash of cardamom 

1 cup plain yogurt 

Combine all ingredients. Chill 
several hours. Serve with 
strawberries and honeydew melon. 

Minted Yogurt 

4 tsp. sugar 

1 tsp. dried mint leaves 

1 cup plain yogurt 

Combine all ingredients. Chill 
several hours. Serve with grapes 
and pineapple.

Americans are 
changing diets 


Some five years ago, the 
American Medical 
Association’s Council on 
Foods and Nutrition observ- 
ed that the average level of 
blood fats in most 
Americans is ‘‘undesirably 
elevated.’’ The Council 
proposed a major national 
health effort to deal with 
the problem of abnormally 
high levels of cholesterol in 
American men and women. 

Prominent among the 
Council’s recommendations 
was the advice that 
Americans should be en- 
couraged to maintain a 
desirable body weight by an 
appropriate combination of 
physical exercise and 
caloric intake. In ‘“‘risk 
categories,’’ the Council 
said, ‘‘it is important to 
decrease substantially the 
intake of saturated fat and 
to lower cholesterol con- 
sumption. In practice, this 
entails substituting polyun- 
saturated vegetable oils for 
part of the saturated fat in 
the diet.”’ 

Now, it appears that 
many Americans have been 
acting on this advice. 

Not only has the con- 
sumption of products high 
in polyunsaturated fats 
(such as corn oil) risen, but 
also, consumption of 
saturated fats (such as are 
found in beef and pork) and 
cholesterol-high foods (such 
as eggs) has dropped. Jogg- 
ing has become a 
widespread phenomenon 
throughout the U.S. 

“What we think we are 
seeing now are the effects 
of a great change in the 
lifestyle of men and 
women,” says Dr. Robert 
I. Levy, director of the 


National Heart, Lung and ff 


Blood Institute, a division of 
the National Institutes of 
Health, Bethesda, MD. 
And now results of the 
change are also showing up. 
Since early 1960’s, the 
average American’s 
cholesterol level has 
dropped five to 10 percent 


Since 1924 


and this may have helped 
bring down heart disease 
deaths by 13 per 100,000 
from 1970 to 1974, Dr. Levy 
told the U.S. Senate Com- 
mittee on Nutrition recent- 
ly. 

This drop in cholesterol 
levels may be confined 
largely to persons with 
higher education and higher 
paying jobs, Dr. Levy 
cautions. He notes that men 
and women of higher status 
tend to have lower 
cholesterol levels than 
other Americans, except 
for low-pay workers who do 
heavy manual labor. 
Earlier, the higher paid and 
more educated had the 
highest cholesterol levels. 

‘The fall in the average 
American adult’s 
cholesterol has been con- 
firmed only in recent 
months with analysis of 
data on 70,000 persons under 
observation at 12 blood fat 
research centers launched 
by the Heart Institute in 
1971.
